HE Committee named at the Michelmas Head Court, to confider 
T the different plans for eftablithing an internal defence ia Scot 
land, made the following Report, viz. 


“ Your Committee having taken into their confideration the Bill 
_ Pyought into Parliament laft feffion for eftablifhing a Militia in Scotland, 
Aynd alfo the Sketch of a Bill for the better ordefing the Fenciblemen 
‘Hin Scotland,—are of opinion, ‘That a Militia upon the plan attempted 
hf feflion of Parliament, would not fuit the prefent ftate of this king- 
dem. And, 2d/y, That a well-regulated Militia is the beft defeuce a- 
pint a toreign invafion, the furelt pledge for liberty that Government 
n beftow upon a nation, and is one of the unalienable rights of Britons. 
our Committee are of opinion, That the Sketch of the above-men- 
joned Bill may admit of alterations in the following particulars, which 
efubmitted to the confideration of the General Meeting. ; 

“ |. In point of numbers—The Sketch propofes 25,000 men, which 
‘Ks thought to be more than is neceffary. 

“ J], The latitude in point of age, from 16 to 56, is too broad.—= 
fit is confined to the age of from 18 to 30, both included, and an 
ighth part of the Fenciblemen within that defcription drawn, it will 
ace a body of near 10,000 men.—Your Committee do not take 
upon them to fay, that this is the be(t age; but they fubmit to the con- 
“Hideration of the General Meeting, that the age at which they begin 
fhould be young 3 becaufe, 1m, The exigencies of the itate do not ren- 
der it neceflary immediately, to call out the Militia upon actual ferv.ce, 
confequently thofe who cre now trained young, will, fora courfe of mia 
ny years, be always growing more fit for fervice. 242, The carlier in 
life that men are trained, the more eafi!y they will acquire it, and they 
will retain it loager. 3¢i0, The young men will probably enter into 
this plan with more fpirit than thofe a little advanced in life. gto, 
There arg, few .of the plowmen of this country within the age abqve 
mentioned that are married. . 

“Your; Committee ‘fubmit likewife, in the third place, that no de- 
nite number fhould be mehtioned'in the Bill, but a certain propor- 
jon of the Fenciblemen, aod. an eighth part of the men in Scot- 
nd, from: 18 to 30, will produce near 10,000 men. 

“1V. itis fabmitted, tbat the. menjthould be kept two years in 
lace of one 3 and that if an eighth part is taken the firft year, and the 
palf of them changed the next year, it will introduce the rotation of a 
sth pait being drawn every year, . 
“ V, That evéry man in the parifh, withont dilinétion- of rank or 
ntane, fiould draw his ballét ta;ferve as a pivate-man; and: there- 
bre that a fubftitution thould be allowed, andes the following reftric- 
fons:-=That the fub{titute muft be a perfon who has balloted either 
br that parifh or within the county. 2do, That this tubftitute, after 
« term of his fervice is over, thall not have it ta his power to ferve a- 
ais, cither as a fubititute, or even to have his name balloted again for 
Feneible, until it fhall'come round to him ih thé rotatiob, as if he had 
wed for bimfelf when he ferved as fubflitute. 

“Vi. That if any. of the families of the Fenciblemen thall come up- 
nthe pariih in confequence of the fervice of the father, that the ex- 
ence fall not fail upon the parifh, but Opon thc county at large; to be 
vied along with the land-tax. 

“ VIL. It merits confideration, whether there fhould be Lords 
jeutenants, as there can be but one for a county, If there fhould be 
veral competitors for that office, thofe who are difappointed may e¢i- 
er be cool with regard to the Militia, or if the competition has been 
arm, they may impede the execution of it; and therefore, in place 
ace of Lords Lieutenants, it is fubmitted, that the Juttices of the 
eace fall prefent to the Crown a litt of the Woblemen and Gentlemen 
ithin the county pofleffed of the qualifications entitling them to ferve,. 
d who are willing to ferve as officers, out of which the Crown are to 
ule the officers. 

“VUI. The cuftody of the arms, wih the Fereiblemen, ‘when not 
nder exerci, merits confideratién 3 beranfe, -if they are nwt to be 
uiled with them, itimplies, in the fir!{t place, a want of confidence, 
hich certainly ought te be avoided ; adly, It the arms are not at hand, 
rt of the time destined for exercife will be loft going for them ani re- 
tning ; 3dly, If the men have their arms in thoir own pofledion, 
ey may be practifmg one of the moft material parts «at their lcifure 
rs,-and may alfo inftruct <heir companions; athly, If the arms of 
patith.ate in one place, they are more liable to be feized: by perfons in- 
nding to difturh the public peace, than if they were in the poficflion 
petfons refiding-in different places of the paviih. ‘ 

“1X. The following is fuggeited as the plan of difcipline :—1"%t, To 
mafters of the luck, to hring it from halt to filleeock, and from full 
hil&cock, without fnapping y- adily, ‘Lo fire at a mark with dexteri-

“Xs In place of embodying the. fenciblemin of a county ft vice a- 
ar, it is fubmiitted, that.jt would be fuliient to exercife ‘them by 
npanies once atquarter ; “‘becatf: it the wile are.to be embodied, it 
ight tend to corrupt the men, and expofe them to recruiting ferjeants.

Extra of a letter from Portfinouth, Nov. 16 
LON DON. 

Yefterday at two o’clock the Lord Mayor, the Lord Mays 
or Eleét, with the following Aldermen, Crofby, Wilkes, Plo+ 
mer, and Kitchin, the two Sheriffs, Recorder, ‘Lown Clerk, 
Remembrancer, and other city officers, came in proceffion 
from the Manfion Houfe to the Lord Chateellor’s in Great 
Ormond. ftreet. Mr Alderman Newnham, the Lord Mayor 
Eleét, was introduced to his Lordfhip by the Recorder, who, 
in a very handfome fpeech, enumerated the many good qualifi- 
cations he poflefled to make him worthy of the high and ime 
portant office to which he had been called by the unanimous 
voice of his f-Now-citizens. “The Lord Chancellor then figni- 
fied his Majefty’s approbation of the choice made by the citi- 
zens of London. ‘Tine company were afterwards, as is cu- 
ftuvnary, regaled with hot wine and cakes. The Lord Chan- 
cellor drank to the Lord Mayor, withing him health and fpi. 
rits to go through the fatigues of his office, and after. taking 
leave of the company, retired. The Lord Mayor, Aldermeny 
and Sheriffs {taid about ten minutes, and then went back to 
the London ‘Tavern, where an excellent dinner had been pro< 
vided for the occafion. 

The {peech of Alderman Newnham, the Lord Mayor Ele@y 
to the Livery of London, at Guildhall, on Thurlday : 
** Gentlemen of the Livery, 

‘* I very fincerely, lament the unfortunate illnefs of Mr Als 
derman Peckh which deprives you of his fervices as yout 
Chief Magittrate, for the enfuing year ; at the fame time I beg 





leave to return you my motk.grarefial shanks lgr she deighleee os 


nour you have this day conferred upon me. 

“© Your confidence I will never abufe ; and you may depend 
upon it, that as it is the warmelt with of my heart to merit 
your good opinion, I will adminifter public jaftice with the 
ftrictett impartiality ; will diligently and fpititedly watch over 
aad defend all your invaluable rights and privileges, and upon 
all oceafions promote, to the utmoft of my power, the honour 
and dignity of the city of London, and the profperity of yous 
my fellow-citizens. 

‘* T cannot help flattering myfelf, that the tranfactions of 
this day are in fome meafure an approbation of my condnét in 
my other conneRions with you; and J traft, if T complete to 
your fatisfaction the promifes I have this day had the honour 
to make to you, that 1 may come forward with confidence up- 
on a future dccafion, again to fulicit yonr futtrages.””

The Meeting of the Conmiffionets of Supply of the Coun- 
ty of Aberdeen, lately held in that city, were of opinion, that 
the bill prefented by the Marquis of Graham to the Houfe of 
Commons, the laft feflion of. Parliament, relative to a Militia, 
was better calculated for eftablifhing a preper internal defence 
in this country, than any plin hitherto foggelted.

be given to the Marquis of “Graham for his patriotic attention 
to the intere(t of this part of the United Kingdom. 

With regard to Nomiaal and Fidtitious Qualifications, the 
Meeting, in addition to their former refulves on that head, a- 
greed, by a gfeat majority of votes, tu tecémniend to the (tahd- 
ing Committee at Edinburgh, to endeavour to get it eftablith- 
ed by law, that none fhould have a vote $or electing a member 
of Parliament, except thofe who had borl the property and fu- 
periority united in their. perfons, 

The Meeting remitted to a committee of their number to 
confider of the neceffary amendments in the prefent Salt Laws, 
and to report their refolutions on that head to the next general 
meeting. } 

The Meeting, in confiderasion e& the prefem appearance of 
fearcity and dearth in this country, declared their refolution to 
punifh, in the moft exemplary manner, all perfons who fhovld , 
be convicted of privately and illegally diltilling fpirits from 
grain, in which they hoped they wanld get the «flittance and 
concurrence of all the officers of excife ; and that. no perfon in 
the couaty will fell bear, or other grain, to thofe whom they 
might fulpeét of purchafing it for the purpofe of diftilling. And 
in order that fome effeétual method might be fallen on to alle. 
viate the impending diftrefs, they named a committee of their 
number to meet and confer with the Magiftrates of Aberdeen, 
and endeavour to concert a plan for obtaining, as foon as pof- 
fible, a fupply of grain, both for town and countty, by importa~ 
tion or otherwife, And they farther agreed to. recommend to 
the Edinburgh Committee, to endeavour, by all means, to ob- 
tain 2 public order for ftopping the diftillation of fpirits from 
grain in this country, at-lealt for one year, |

ternal management of that truly charitable inftitution, I cannot 
help feeling for the deplorable fituation of thofe unhappy youths 
who have had the misfortwne to be thought han | of the high- 
eft punithment, mentioned in your laft: ‘Some of them, I am 
informed, are deprived of parents, and-have-no friends to look 
after their future conduét in life. The fituation of thefe muft 
be truly pitiable. ‘Thrown upon the wide world, at fo carly a 
period, and poffeffed of fach difpofitions as’we are bound to be: 
lieve they are, from the feverity of the fentétice pronounced a- 
gainft them, what can be expected from thei, but that they 
fhall become pelts of fociety, and ¢orrupters’ of others, with 
whom they have been connected as play-fellows? I fhould 
thérefure think, that if it was*abfefate ary ro make fuch 
examples, fome attention might have been’ paid to the objects 
upon whom the punifliment. was to be inflicted; for it can 
fearcely be prefumed, that-the few orphans, upon whom 
it has unhapply fallen, were more guilty than others who 
have parents to take care of them. A little difcipline, there- 
fore, and confinement for a certain time, to be fed upon 
bread and water only, 1 humbly imagine, would have been 
better adapted to their fituations, while it might have had 
the effeét, at the fame time, of reclaiming them From their for- 
mer irregularities. Should the Governors be of this opinion, J 
would fondly hope, if they fhall'find it improper again to admit 
thefe unhappy youths into the Hofpital, that they will at leatt 
make fome provifion for them, before they have an opportuniiy 
of contracting more vices, by ranging at large in this metropo- 
lis, where there are at prefent fo many diffipated and worthlefs 
boys. By the pood stifpagement the Hofpital, for a numbet 
of years back, the funds have greatly encreafed, by which the 
Governors have been enabled to give a haodfome fum opt with 
each boy. [ would therefore humbly beg leave to fuggeft.to thefe 
gentlemen, that a certain portion of that money. might be appli- 
ed, at their difcretion, to fettle fach of thefe unfortunate youths 
as have no parents, in fome induftrious and honeft occupations 
which may be the means of preferving them from that deftruc- 
tion which at prefent too obvioufly feems to,be their fate. ‘
